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GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST —- PARISH 
DEANERY MAGAZINES 

It had to happen. The Past is catching up with the 
Present. On Sunday, April 9”. 2000, we admired a 
brightly polished plaque mounted on the organ 
surround in the Parish Church. The inscription 
reads: “A memorial to LYLIAN ALICE 
WEAVER, 1885 — 1976, who was organist of this 
Church for 60 years.” 

Her long and faithful service began on Easter Day 
1908. Over the years, enthusiastically, but always 
very humbly, she made music to the Glory of 
God. She played the Dead March in ‘Saul’ at the 
close of the Memorial Service to King Edward 
VII in June, 1910: saw out the old organ — the 
oldest in the district - and coped with an 
American organ until enough funds were raised 
to install a new one. Then, on Sunday August 
20". 1912, she enjoyed the majestic sound of the 
new “Binns” organ at the Dedication Service 
performed by the Bishop of Zanzibar, leaving the 
actual playing to various organ scholars of fame. 
But very soon afterwards she mastered the 
intricate and wonderful instrument. 
And so year after year, ‘she played on’ as the 
Choir sang on the occasion of her Diamond 
Jubilee in 1968: 

“Saints’days & Feast days, Weddings and 
Christenings / Music in Autumn, Winter and 
Spring / Some people singing and some people 
listening / Always the urge to give voice and to 
sing / Old hymns at Harvest, at Christmas new 
carols / Yet through the Choir changes Miss 
Weaver plays on / For tenors like bean poles and 
basses like barrels / Tunes to play out whether 
earnest or fun / Music below to be heard up 
above / twenty years, forty years, sixty years on / 
Playing on ! Till the Church ring again and again 
with the sound of the organ and Choir. Playing 
on !”

FROM PHILIP ALLAN, PHILIP ALLAN ATE, TPLA 


May I request space in the DN to reply to some of the recent criticisms of my firm’s proposed alteration 
and renovation of the Deddington Saleroom ? Objections seem to concentrate on the removal of the shop 
frontage which has been in place for the last 80 years or so. This raises the question of architectural 
conservation: do we mean that old buildings should be ‘frozen’ at some arbitrary point in time, never to 
be altered, or that we should seek to retain objects of merit, either by virtue of age, singularity or beauty, 
while allowing development and alteration ? I think the latter concept is the more relevant. 

The shop front of the Saleroom is in no way ‘original’. It seems to have been bought from a shop in 
Banbury and erected in the 1920s. It stands on crude concrete plinths and does not even have proper 
glazing bars, the upper panes of the window simply overlapping the lower. In the opinion of both the 
Cherwell Conservation Officer and an expert from the Oxford Architectural Society, it has no intrinsic 
architectural value. We would like to restore the frontage as closely as possible to its original state. Cost 
permitting, this will include replacing all the windows in the style of the period. We would also like to 
replace the railings which used to run along the front. These may not have been original to the building 
but have been placed there in the late 18" or early 19" century — and would have been in keeping with 
Deddington’s development into a ‘town’ at that time. The new railings will be carefully chosen, not to 
interfere with the aesthetics of the frontage and to blend harmoniously with the charming railings outside 
the next property, Clydesdale. It is an irony that, had a conservation policy been in place in the 1920s, the 
Deddington Saleroom window would never have been allowed, vandalising, as it does, the proportions 
of an attractive and much older building. 

When our renovations are complete { would like to invite any villagers interested in vernacular 
architecture to make an appointment with me to view all our buildings and to judge for themselves 
whether we are preserving or destroying Deddington’s architectural heritage. 


FROM B.6. BOYD, HEMPTON ROAD, DEDDINGT: 


Tam writing on behalf of my mother, Iris Boyd, of The Paddocks, Deddington, regarding the article in 
the April DN — “Parish Born and Bred”. 

My mother was born in High Street, Deddington in 1921, in the bedroom which spans the entrance to the 
Tchure. She was a pupil at Deddington School, as were all 9 of her children, 8 of her grandchildren and 
now 4 of her great grandchildren. Of her 9 children, 3 were born in Banbury Maternity Hospital, 2in 
Hempton and 4 at 8, The Paddocks, Deddington. 2 of the ‘born and bred’ still live here — Mike Boyd at 
The Paddocks and Liz Clarke at Geggs Nook, Hempton Road. 

From that one birth above the Tchure in 1921, there are now 13 direct descendants still living in 
Deddington. _ (See page 8 Ed.)

FIREFIGHTERS REQUIRED (only men need apply!) 

| hope you find the statement above offensive because nothing could be further from the 
truth. Oxfordshire Fire Service which is part of Oxfordshire County Council is committed 
to the principles of fairness and equality. Lets set the record straight, you do not need 
to be a fireman to be a firefighter. 

The Fire Station at Deddington is in need of additional personnel especially during the 
day to ensure that when called on they can respond to any emergency. Perhaps you 
have never thought of yourself as an ‘action woman’ but provided you are fit and 
healthy and have time to spare you could jain the retained fire service. It will give you 
a chance to make a real contribution to the community you live in. 

What is the retained fire service? It is a group of men and women who are ‘on call’ 
to respond to a range of emergencies when the bleeper goes off. These may be fires, 
floods, road traffic accidents or chemical spills. Many retained firefighters have full or 
part-time jobs but drop whatever they are doing and become part of a team, ready to 
face an emergency. 

What does it take to become a firefighter? It's a tough job and you will need to be 
fit and healthy. You need to live or work within a few minutes of Deddington Fire 
Station so that you can turn out quickly in an emergency. Because you cannot predict 
when you will be needed you have to be flexible and available at short notice. You do 
not need paper qualifications, just common sense and enthusiasm. You need to be at 
least 18 with good all round fitness. When you apply you will be asked to take some 
straightforward tests to determine your physical fitness and strength. 

How often will | be needed? You will be expected to attend the Tuesday drill night 
between 7pm and 9pm and occasional training courses. On average you will be called 
out once a week if you were providing cover between 9am and 5pm weekdays and 
usually back at the station within an hour. We like you to provide 24hr cover, although 
if you are not available all the time it is not a problem. You can be paid for being on 
call for part of the day or week. If you really can't be on call, e.g. because of a family 
commitment or a deadline at work, special arrangements can be made. 

What's in it for me? There is the excitement and satisfaction of a job well done and 
the camaraderie of working together in conditions that can be hazardous. You will also 
learn to be more self reliant and confident. After all, if you can cope in an emergency 
you are ready for anything else life may throw at you. You alsq get paid, of course!

A NEW POLICE OFFICE IN DEDDINGTON ? This is not a new idea. Deddington Parish Council 
employed its own parish Constable in 1854 and they built him a lock-up (1 man gaol). In 1872 
when Oxfordshire County Police moved into Deddington they extended the lock~up into a 
Police Station, which now covered the northern end of Oxfordshire (not including Banbury 
which had its own Police Force). The Station closed in 1966 and is now a private house. 
Policing this area transferred to Banbury, with two Officers working from the then new Police 
Houses on the Hempton Road, Deddington. The last Officer to work from these was Dave 
Keats. When he retired in 1995, a tradition that had lasted for over 140 years came to an end. 
But policing in the rural communities has remained a priority for Thames Valley Police. 

So on Monday 10 April 2000 a new local Police Office opened in the Market Place (next to 
the Unicorn Inn). This office will not be manned 24 hours but there will be up to four 
Officers working from this location. So from this date you can contact your local Police (non 
urgent) at this Office either by telephone or persona! visit. Watch this magazine over the 
next few months for further up-dates such as opening times, fax and e-mail address. 

This is your local Police Office and it is your support that will keep it open for the future.

the ecology of the river basin. The water is too deep for small wading birds to feed, the 
reedbeds are being washed out, all of the frog spawn has gone and the early nesting 
birds have lost their nests and first clutches of eggs - and usual modern farming 
methods will be blamed for the loss of breeding birds in the valley once again. 

Most of the field work is up to date which is just as well as the ground is now too wet 
to put a tractor on. But with the wet and cold weather some of the crops are starting 
to show some signs of stress (and so am 1). Most of last year's grain has gone and we 
must get the bins and barns cleaned down ready for this year's harvest (if there is one.) 
Over the last few months the RSPB and other wild life commentators have been blaming 
modern farming methods for the decline of many of our farmland birds. Yes, the 
changing patterns of agriculture have had a hand in this, but so too has the ever 
increasing demand for food safety and hygiene. To comply with the demands of the 
assured grain scheme all barns and stores used for the storage of grain and other food 
products (animal and human) must be bird and vermin proof so denying house sparrows, 
starlings, swallows and many other birds of a place to nest. How many old stone barns 
have been converted into housing with the same effect? But as granny always said a 
little dirt never hurt anyone. But granny knew how to prepare and cook food unlike 
today's house person who only has time to use a pair of scissors and a microwave.

Nonetheless there are some wild flowers which 
have adapted to fit in with their posher neighbours and look as though they belonged. 
Take Feverfew, the ordinary Tansy. It has in recent years been taken up by flower 
arrangers and has turned from a milkmaid into a lady. It is now allowed a place in the 
herbaceous bed. The same goes for purple Toadflax, a handsome plant, and Arum Lilies. 
Violets have been allowed to mix with their grander relations like Violas and Pansies. 
The yellow Celandines grow in patches and are allowed to stay although they are 
officially weeds. | think tastes in gardening do change, as in everything else. | can see 
Parks Department beds in the future with a tall centre of Rose Bay and planted up with 
Dandelions. An edging ring of Daisies will finish the picture. 
Meanwhile | have turned the Begonias. This year | potted up six corms, three upside 
down, the other three right way up. They'll catch up with each other. Give them time. 
Later on they will need large containers with plenty of crocks at the bottom.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for May 1850: 

6th MAY - Several women called for Clothing Fund tickets. Granted a search warrant against 
two men at Milcombe, Mr. H. Churchill came later to say that they had found some of the 
stolen property at Milcombe in a well. | arranged to hear the case tomorrow. (Committed the 
men for trial at the next Assizes.) 

I8th MAY - | forwarded by post a drawing of the Interior of the Plough Public House Cellar 
with a note to Mr. Sewell of Exeter College. (Risley had visited and inspected the Celiar with 
its wonderful vaulted ceiling in March). 

22nd MAY - We walked on the Adderbury Road for half an hour - | stopped a fight opposite 
the Tuns public house in the middle of the street between J. Woolgrove and W. Bliss - a 
young man, a journeyman at W. Bygraves, was insolent and swore because | interfered. 

23rd MAY - After tea Susan and | drove Mr. F. Wilson and his wife down to Clifton, to be 
present at the opening of a large Barn previously fitted out and licensed by the Bishop for the 
celebration of Divine Service till an appropriate Chapel can be built. The evening was wet 
and thundery, yet there was a full and deeply interested congregation. 

27th MAY - | signed a summons against John Morteboy, Bygrave's journeyman, for swearing.
